By better understanding of the
school teachers and their work, the
home can more easily co-operate with
their purposes and methods, accord-
ing to Dean Miller.

Introduction of the child to some
social activity, such as Boy Scout
work for the boys or Campfire Girl
organizations for the girls: aid to
the “problem child.” the child who
is timid, boastful, discouraged, fault-
finding or untruthful; and report of
health conditions, such as adenoids.
diseased tonsils, or similar trouble,
are other functions of the visiting
teacher, Dean Miller said.

APRIL 10 AND 15

Will Take Up Farm
Relief and Tariff at
Extra Session

MELLON NOW UNDER FIRE

Senate Committee to In-
vestigate Status of
Secretary

WASHINGTON, March 6 (UP.).—
President Hoover will cal' Congress
into extra session for farm relief
and tariff revision between April 10
and 15, it was learned today at his
conference with Republican Floor
Leader Tilson of the House.

Republican leaders, Tilson explain-
ed, will attempt to hold the session
to farm relief and tariff revision as
designed by Mr. sddoover.

The House will take up & farm-
ruict measure first, Tison explained.
He said/he expested the Ways snd
Means ‘Committiee would be ready
with the tariff bill by April 20. Con-
sideration of farm relief by the
House should not take over ten days,
‘11lson said.

President Hoover discussed the
Mexican situation and his law en-
forcement program in a general way
today with Senator Boran, Republi-
can, ldaho, who called at the White
House.

Cabinet Appointment Under Fire

President rioover may be called
upon, 1t appeared today, to defend
a Cabinet appointment in which he
nad pernaps less personal interest
and more political interest than any
other he made—that of Secretary ot
Ltreasury Mellon.

It is 1ugiuy 1mprobable the indirect
attack on Mellon by the McKellar
resolution, which the Senate passed
yesterday, will result in anything
more than considerable publicity to
criticism that has flared torth inter-
mittently from certain senators, but
repeatea outbursts mught prove em-
oarrassing to President Hoover.

The resolution, authorized an in-
vestigation by the Senate Judiciary
Committee as to whether Melions
name snhould not nave been re-sub-
mitted to the Senate and ast wheth-
er the aged Treasury Department
head has violated a section of the
United States code forbidding nolding
of stock by the secretary of the
treasury in .quor concerns.

Will Be Taken Up at Extra Session

There is no pruspect ol any im-
mediate action of any kind. Senator
Norris, who 1s chairman of the Ju-
diciary Committee, announced the
inquiry will not be made until the
Senate reconvenes faor the extra ses-
sion in April

It is no secret Mr. Hoover and
the Treasury secretary have never
been close. In fact, it is understood
they often took different aides in
discussions about the Cabinet table
of President Coolidge.

Mellon came to the support of Mr.
Hoover in the Kansas City conven-
tion grudgingly and only at the last
moment when Williar. 8. Vare, Phil-
adelphia boss, took the initiative and
swung his own followers in the Penn-
sylvania ¢ .legation behind the Cal-
itornian.

Mellon's act there, however, turned
the tide to Mr. Hoover, and the
president is obligated politically o
the Pennsylvania muiiimillionafre.
That is largely the reason he was
reappointed to the Cabinet after
eight years ot service,
